THE GOVERNMENT PROGRAMME, 

At Dubiin, last night, Mr. Foster, Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland, told the pressthat the Gov- 
ernment would protect the men saving the 
harvest of boycott, who was lately evicted, 
and would take measures to repress any fur- 
ther legal acts. Recognizing the difficulty of 
ceyrving out this repressive policy without 
plenty of bayonets to back it, the Government 
hes senta large forceto Ballinrose, at which 
print the sgitation seems to have concentrated 
lorthe moment. 

rHE BOYCOTT now. 

The Boycott iehef expedition has been sus- 
penced tora few days. the railway company 
di «lining to supply a special train unless they 
were assured protection. They feared tie 
train weuld be wrecked. The Government 
wue willing to give an escort of twenty men 
only.

Danger Signals. 
From the New York Times. 

Keach ofthe brakemen and conductors em- 
picyed upon the steam railroads is supplied 
With alamp, upon which his name is eogray- 
ed. Itis intended to be his companion and to 
be cerried by him, not only on tne train, but 
2iso 10 and from his home. It is mounted 
upon a shining brassbasé. Allthe me.al work 
upon itis carefuly rubbed, and not a speck of 
aust is permitted to be onthe glass. Brake- 
men sre supplied with red, or vanger, lamps, 
and conductors with white, cr stariiog, 
lamps. ‘Jie vulue of these lamps is rareiy 
uppleciated, or cven understood, by trav- 
eiers. Many iitves have been saved and 
many have been lost through them 
xlone. The number of lives that have 
been endangered by the mishaps of the lamps 
cannot be estimated. The loss of a red lamp, 
a missing wick, a wick that will not burn, 
causes grave alarm in the locomotive cab. A 
break in a train, the discovery of a blockade, 
a sudden stop, eall for the instant use of the 
redlamp. Ifnored lamp is at handa pot of 
red paint or a piece of red flannel is used to 
cover awhite one. The flannel is more in 
use, for itis easy to carry and easily used. 
A bit of fat can be substituted for an unwili- 
ing wick: it burss as well for five minutes. 
A fast truinis easily divided by the breaking 
of acoupling-pin. The engineer may not be 
able to run back for the detached cars, and 
they must, therefore, wait for the vext train. 
if the weather is misty, the absence ofa red 
jamp from the rear one of tbese ears is a ter- 
rible menace to life. 

Since the Centennial Exhibition in Vhila- 
deiphia better railroad lamps are manufact- 
ured, and each train is supplied with one, 
two, threeor more, according to its length. 
Two red lamps ure placed on the platform of 
the lastcar of the elevated railroad trains 
from dusk until daylight. No danger necd 
be apprehended in a ciear Morning ora clear 
night. Upona foggy night a collision might 
almost be expected to follow a breakina 
truin, the red ‘amps being scarcely percepti- 
ble and thetrainsrunning closely—if it were 
not that the distance between the stations is 
sosbort, and that the extra precauiion®& 
tuken of puttirg a flagman on the rear car. 
The presence of this flagmanis unknown to 
most passengers. His flag—notiivg more 
than a vard of bricht red flanne!—is only seen 
when itis pervousiy waved inthe air as he 
runs slougthe track toward an approaching 
train. And it is a dangerous run in any kind 
of weatber. Engineers and brake- 
men bave many tales of lucky 
escapestotell. yetluck is a much smaller 
facior of safety than istheir own remarkable 
presence of mind. Danger is seen by them 
and evertedinan instant. One. moment 
scores of lives are Within the ring of death; 
the next train is speeding onward with the 
only disadvantage of being 60 seconds behiad 
the schedule time. One nightiastsummera 
Long Island Railroad train, approaching 
Jamaica on its way to Hunter’s Point. 
“broke, and four cars were left bebind. 
The onlv lampon the train—a rea ome—was 
in charge of a brakeman, who, in his excite- 
ment, let it fall. Only asmal! bit ofred 
ewiass remained upon it. A Jamaica train was 
expected momentarily. The passengers ap- 
parently did not understand the cause of th: 
stop, nor were they much interested. The 
conduetor relighted the lamp and aailed it to 
a pine stick. Holding it atoft with the red 
viass turned toward the approaching train, he 
conveyed a warning which prevented a dis- 
astrous collixion.

The Next World’s Fair. 
From the New York Herald. 

Among the propositions that have been 
submitted to the Committee on Sites in re- 
gard to the _ looation ef the Ex- 
bibitiow buildings fur the next World’s Fair 
is one whichis regarded by several of the 
Compissiowers with ro sma!l degree of favor, 
und although up to the present time no de- 
cided action has beea taken officially, yet it is 
dectared extra-oflicially that it is not unlike- 
ly that an effort will be made to act on the 
propessal. This is that the Central Park, or 
a portion of it. be taken as the site of the fair 
tu be held in 1883. Itis realized that tere 
will be a decided opposition to any steps that 
may be taken !n this direction, aad for this 
reason the committee have taken pains to 
keep the proposition quiet until such time as 
they sbali be ready to act. 

There is no doubt thatif the use of Central 
Paik or as much of it as Can de utilized can 
be secured for the purpose it would be great- 
ly to the advantage of the Commission, and 
that the pecuniary profits to be derived from 
the holding of the fair would be greatly en- 
banced by the possession of such a site, free 
of cost (foritisrot proposed that the city 
shall lease the park, but that it shail givethe 
use of it for the three vears desired). 

There is aside to this question which, al- 
thougb the committee of the International 
Commission cannot be expected to take it 
into consideration, is of much more import- 
apce tothe pubiic. Oatside uf the committee 
li has been discussed by gentlemen interested 
in municipal sffairs as well us ia the success 
of the world’s fair. It has been said that 
damage will be done to Central Park if the 
fairis held there, which will be entirely out 
of proportion to the puotic benefits to be de- 
rived from the fair itseH#. It is argued that 
ifthere was no other site to be oDtained it 
would be well worth whiie to give the use of 
a part of the park to the commission rather 
than to have no fair, Putthat sine* it is mere- 
lv a question of the selection of the best site 
amope a dozen offered, it would be the height 
of folly to devote to such uses as the 
commisrien contemplates a park which 
has cost the city 89 many mullions 
of dollars, and which, once ruined, would be 
an irrevocable 'oss. Such ground as would 
be selectedgwould be not simply subtracted 
from the areu of park ground now used, but 
would be devoted tu such uses as Would make 
the rest of the park less attractive. The 
presence of macbinery and all the heavy 
works which are inseparable from the exhi- 
bition, would, itis suid, be utterly incon- 
giuous with the use of the park as a pleasure 
ground. 

The law governing the International Com- 
mission says that they shall not enter upoa 
any public park of New York City excepting 
by permission of tte Park Commissioners. 
They may erect permanent buildings in such 
parks under restiictions to be imposed by the 
Park Cou:missioners. [t is thus apparent that 
by shillful maneuvering an arrangement 
might be made tosecure the use of the park. 
W bether such a scheme will be presented in 
a shape that willcommand public approval 
or not remains to be seen.

How Gold Makes Wealth. 


Gold costs more labor to extract it than it 
can be exchanged for, and yet its discovery 
in any country is the surest means of that 
country’s sudden enrichment. This comes 
from the fact that itattracts population with 
an irresistible force, and in this way develops 
every form of industry. Thus, the Britisp 
colony of Victoria, in which gold was discov- 
ered about 1854, had, in 1850, a population 
of 76,000, exported 18,091,297 pounds of 
wool, and had 52,341 acres of jand under cul- 
tivation. In 1855, with agold product of 
2./93,065 ounces, it exported 22,584,234 
pounds of wool, and tilled 115,135 acres, 
while its population had increased to 364, 324. 
In 1878 the population was 879,442, the wool 
exports were 101,809,800 pounds, and there 
were 1,609,288 acres under cultivation, while 
the gold product diminished to 775,272

MISSOURVS MAJORITY. 

The official returns from the following 
forty-four counties have been receiver at 
Jefferson City: Adair, Bollinger, Cald- 
well, Callaway, Cass, Cape Girardeau, 
Chariton, Christian, Clark, Clay, Clinton, 
Cole, Crawford, Daviess, De Kalb, Bent, 
Franklin, Gentry, Henry, Hickory, Iron, 
Jasper, Jefferson, Lafayette, Lincoln, Linn, 
Livingston, Osage, Macon, Madison, Ma- 
rion, Mississippi, Moniteau, Newton, 
Phelps, Ralls, Randolph, Scotland, Shelby, 
Stone, Taney, Vernon and Warren. These 
counties cast a total vote of 159,295, as 
against 123,099 four years ago, or an in- 
crease of.about fifteen per cent. Hancock 
received 74,814, Garfield 50,456, and 
Weaver 14,023—as against 72,148 for Til- 
den, 49,408 for Hayes, and 1,543 for 
Cooper. 

The same rate of increase would make 
ihe total vote of the State over 400,000 as 
against 348,000 in 1376, and indicate a 
Greenback vote of about £0,000, 

The majority for Hancock and Critten- 
den in Missouri will not be less than 50,000 
if these indications can be relied upon. 
The chances are rather that it may be over 
60,000 than under 50,000, For, adding the 
vote of St. Louis (city and county) to that 
Oflicially reported, we have nearly one- 
half of the total. vote of the State in from 
counties in Which Republicans made most 
of their gains, and they give Hlancocka plu- 
rality of 25,000 over Garfield. The other 
half of the vote will double this at least, 
and may make Hancock’s plurality 60,000. 


SUPPOSE! 

A Congress, Democratic in both branch- 
es, has to count the electoral votes and de- 
clare who has been elected President of 
the United States. 

Four years ago the Republicans estab- 
lished the precedent that Congress could 
count or reject the electoral returns as it 
pleases, It thus rejected the honest re- 
turns of Louisiana and counted those 
steeped in perjury, forgery and infamy. 

Four years ago the unquestioned majori- 
ty of Louisiana thus trampled upon by 
Congress was 8,000 out of atotal of 150,- 
000. * This was equal to a majority of 
(64,000 on the total vote of New York. 

New York’s majority is only about 20,- 
000 out of 1,200,000 votes. Great frauds 
are alleged. Suppose the Democratic Con- 
gress should do precisely what the Repub- 
licans did four years ago? 

It is a terribie temptation: but we feel 
sure that the Democratic Congress will not 
yield to it, and that Garfield will be Presi- 
dent—will be so counted in and declared 
by a Democratic Congress, 

But suppose, on the other hand, Congress 
were Republican, New York had gone 
Democratic and its vote decided the Pres- 
idency iv favor of the Democrats. Is there 
any one who doubts how quickly the Re- 
publicans would use their power, reject 
the Democratic return and count in their 
own candidates?

General Sheridan’s annual report to the Gen- 
eral of the Army sets forth that thete are in the 
Department of Dakota 4,850 officers and men, 
in the Department of the Platte 2,840, inthe 
department of the Missouri 4,720 and inthe 
department of Texas 3,640. 

THE FORCE INADEQUATE. 

He wishes again to put himselfon record as 
considering this toice entirely inadequate to 
the great territory and numerous demands 
upen the army from Northern and South- 
ern borders. The ratio is about 
one man to¢very seventy-five square miles, 
andin Texas one manto every 125 square 
mites. ‘The factis, thetroons are frequentiy 
overworked, and often compelied to 
take the field against greatly superior 
bnumbers. The cflicers and men are equal 
in intelligence, activity and devotionto duty 
toany armyinthe world and no army of its 
size accomplishes one - third as 
much hard work trom one 
yeur’sendto another. He refers to therapid- 
ity with which emigrants are taking up landin 
the Far West, ana calls attention to the recom- 
mendation of Gen. Pope that permanent posts 
be established in lieu of the present costly and 
insufficient small posts. 

He says the railroad companies sre the 
strongest allies of the military iu the West, 
and shows what wonders of enterprise are 
being accomplished by these vigorous corpor- 
ations inthe unsettled regions of the Terri- 
tories.

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THE LEGAL MILL. 
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The Wakefield Sentence Affirmed 
by the Court of Appeals. 
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Other Decisions Delivered by the Court. 
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In the Court of Appealsto-day Judge Lewis 
rendered the opinion in the case of the State 
against Alanson B. Wakefield, appealed from 


the Criminal Court. Wakefield was 
charged with perjury in having 
sworn before the grand jury that 


be had never received any money from pro- 
prietors of gambling saloons in this city to 
pay to members ot the Board of Police Com- 
missioners as bribes. The Grand Jury found 
an indictment against Wakefield and he was 
convicted on trial, and sentenced to three 
years in the penitentiary. 

The opinion of the Judge is a sew | lengthy 
one, and deajs copiously in authorities.
